SMOKINGCESSATION 


Smoking is the most PREVENTABLE cause of disease and death. In Canada, 45,000 
people die annually, and as many as half of all smokers will die due to tobacco use. 
Smoking is known to cause various types of cancer, COPD, heart disease, stroke and 
many other conditions such as influenza, peptic ulcers, osteoporosis, thyroid disease 
and cataracts. 

There are 2 primary options to smoking cessation; Cold Turkey or Medication. There 
have been many success stories of patients able to quit cold turkey, however it is much 
more difficult and shown to have an increased rate of relapse. It may be the most cost 
effective option, but these people suffer greatly from nicotine withdrawal symptoms, 
which include irritability, anger, restlessness, impatience, difficulty concentrating, 
depression and anxiety. 

Nicotine Replacement Therapy (NRT) is available over-the-counter in 4 forms; gum, 
patch, inhaler, and lozenge. There are different dosages available which is dependent 
on the amount of cigarettes the individual smokes. If you have questions regarding 
which dose you should start on and the proper technique to use the NRT, please speak 
to your pharmacist for assistance. 

NRT provides nicotine in a safe form so the body does not have to endure nicotine 
withdrawal while a person adapts to not smoking. As opposed to cigarettes, NRT are 
medications that contain only nicotine and not the other harmful chemicals that are 
present in cigarettes. NRT is considered a ‘step down’ approach where the patient is 
exposed to a gradual decrease in the amount of nicotine in the blood. This enables the 
body to adjust to the changes in a slow and steady manner and experience less side 
effects. 

The most commonly prescribed medication available for smoking cessation is 
Champix (Varenicline). Champix has recently been shown to have great success for 
smoking cessation. It works by binding to the same receptors as nicotine, which 
results in decreased cravings and withdrawal symptoms. Additionally, it decreases the 
pleasure that people get from smoking making the quitting process that much more 
effective. 

Although there are medications and therapeutic options available, the single most 
important smoking cessation aid is a patients’ will and determination to quit.

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Mosquito hunter

It’s a love-hate relationship 

— mosquitoes love us, we can't 
stand them. 

Well, most humans can’t 
stand them, Bryan Giordano 
being an exception. 

The 24-year-old Brock Uni¬ 
versity PhD student says while 
we humans consider them 
pests that could potentially 
spread disease, mosquitoes 
have some redeeming qualities 

— bats, birds, fish and other 
creatures consider them lunch. 

These days, however, 
Giordano's days are occupied 
with the bad side of mosqui¬ 
toes — the transmission of dis- 

He is part of mosquito expert 
and Brock professor Fiona 
Hunter’s team of graduate stu¬ 
dents studying the pests. While 
most people do their damdest 
to avoid mosquitoes, Giordano 
is charged with attracting and 
catching them. He does get to 
kill them, though. 

He said the study, which 
began in May, is to identify 
which mosquitoes in Ontario 
are the most efficient at trans¬ 
mitting West Nile virus. 

Of the 60 species of mos¬ 
quitoes found in the province, 
Giordano said 13 are known 
carriers of West Nile virus, 
which they can transmit to 
humans via the bug's proboscis 
(the straw from which it sucks 
our blood). 

“That’s kind of important 
to note. A lot of people think 
all mosquitoes are out to get 
them, but that's not really true,” 
Giordano said. 

Mosquitoes get the virus after 


feeding on an infected bird. 
While most people infected 
with the virus — 70% to 80%, 
according to Health Canada — 
will show no symptoms, others 
will develop flu-like conditions 
such as fever, headache, mild 
rash and body aches. 

Health Canada says fewer 
than 1% of people infected have 
severe symptoms that affect 
the central nervous system and 
could result in death, if the per¬ 
son’s immune system has been 
compromised by chronic dis¬ 
eases like cancer, diabetes, 
alcoholism and heart disease. 

Giordano has been trapping 
mosquitoes in the Beaverdams 
and DecewRds. area of Tho- 
rold. 

To catch full-grown mos¬ 
quitoes, he uses a contraption 
called a CDC trap, which uses 
light, heat and carbon diox¬ 
ide to live-trap “host-seeking” 
female mosquitoes. They are 
frozen at a lab to kill them, then 
identified under a microscope 
and tested for viruses. 

Only the females are “host¬ 
seeking” blood suckers. The 
males dine on sugar sources, 
such as tree sap and plant nec¬ 
tar. 

A female will lay anywhere 
from 50 to 300 eggs at one time 
in stagnant water. From the 
eggs emerge larva, which can 
be seen swimming in rain bar¬ 
rels or other vessels that con¬ 
tain stagnant water 

In one to two weeks, depend¬ 
ing on water temperature, the 
larva morph into pupa, which 
then breach the water to take 
flight and wreak havoc on 
humans. 

"The males will pop out first, 
then the females," Giordano

He said mosquitoes that 
don’t die prematurely by the 
swat of a hand or a collision 
with a windshield live to the 
ripe old age of three to five 

In addition to West Nile 
virus, mosquitoes in Ontario 
can give dogs heartworm 
disease and spread eastern 
equine encephalitis virus, 
commonly called Triple E. 
That virus is highly fatal to 
horses and can also be fatal 
to humans, as it causes brain 
mflammahon. 

“There's one on our radar 
right now. It showed up in the 
Caribbean, it’s called chikun- 
gunya,” Giordano said. “That’s a 
realty nasty one from India. 

“We’re keeping an eye on it, 
because that could potentially 
be the next West Nile in a dec- 
adeorso.” 


The symptoms of chikun- 
gunya are similar to West Nile 

Giordano said since the Nia¬ 
gara Peninsula is a gateway to 
Ontario, he is also on the look¬ 
out for invasive species. 

Niagara Region's manager 
of environmental health Peter 
Jekel said there have been no 
West Nile-carrying mosquitoes 
trapped to date at 21 sites across 
the region. 

“So fer this year, we’ve had no 
positives—no positive pools at 
all,” he said. 

Jekel said the pattern over the 
past few years saw the identifi¬ 
cation of positive pools in mid to 
late July. Niagara Region sends 
the mosquitoes it traps to an 
independent lab for testing on a 
weekly basis.

‘Slow it down’

Two Pelham brothers are doing what 
the town hasn’t been able to do. 

Inspired by the loss of a beloved furry 
friend, nine-year-old Connor McLeod 
and young brother Sebastian, 6, have 
launched an initiative to help convince 
drivers to slow down in front of their fam¬ 
ily’s Pancake Lane home. 

The brothers were devastated when 
their kitten Joy was killed two weeks ago. 
Earlier this year, the family found a stray 
female cat hanging around a Tim Hortons 
restaurant. 

“We saved her, but we didn’t think 
she was going to make it. She was in 
bad shape,” said their mother, Stefanie 
McLeod. 

“The vet said she's pregnant,” Conner 

Two of the three kittens didn’t sur¬ 
vive, but Joy made it. She was bottle-fed 
by the children until she was strong and 
healthy. 

In the months that followed, Joy and 
the boys were nearly inseparable. They 
were together again on July 9, playing in 
their yard. But the sound of an approach¬ 
ing vehicle frightened Joy, and she ran 
onto the pavement. 

The boys stood at the side of the road 
and watched horrified as a blue pickup 
truck hit their kitten. Although the fam¬ 
ily brought Joy to a veterinary clinic, there 
was little that could be done for her. 

The collision broke the kitten’s back. 
Joy died as the veterinarian adminis¬ 
tered a dose of morphine trying to ease 
her pain. 

Stefanie said her heartbroken sons at 
first blamed themselves for not having 
saved the cat She’s extremely thankful they 
didn’t put their own lives in jeopardy. 

For years, area residents have been try¬ 
ing to convince town officials to do some¬ 
thing to slow the traffic. Brian McLeod, 
the boys’ father, said motorists often race 
along Pancake Lane thinking it's just a 
long straight rural road. 

“It looks country, but it’s not..’’ 

There are many families living in the 
area, including several with young chil¬ 


dren. It’s also a narrow stretch of pave¬ 
ment with no sidewalks, adding to the 
concern of pedestrians — including one 
neighbour who uses a motorized mobility 
scooter to get around, Brian said. 

Sebastian said the he was nearly hit by 
a speeding car while trick-or-treating last 
Halloween. 

Brian said even when he’s been with 
the boys clearly visible near the roadside, 
some vehicles “just fly by.” 

Stefanie said several neighbours 
formed a committee hoping to iden¬ 
tify ways of reducing the speed of traffic. 
The committee has also met with town 
staff and Pelham councillors, proposing 
potential solutions such as speed humps 
like those installed on nearby Haist St. 

Despite assurances that their concerns 
would be addressed, nothing has been 
done yet. 

That's when Conner and Sebastian 
decided to take matters into their own 
hands. With sign paint donated by a local 
business, the boys spent the past few 
weeks creating four colourful signs asking 
motorists to slow down and placed them 
at the roadside in front of their home. 

“We’re trying to make a difference on 
rural roads for cars to stop speeding, and 
to make it safer for kids and animals,” 
Conner said. 

It’s not just themselves they’re worried 
about. Sebastian said his cousins as well 
as friends live in the area. 

So far, it seems to be working. Stefanie 
said neighbours have told her they are 
seeing people slowing down when they 
see the signs. 

"We saw someone honk at us today 
when we were putting a sign up, saying 
'Good job.’” 

They’ve also established a Face- 
book page to promote the initiative 
called Project Slow it Down, as well as a 
YouTube video with the same name. 

“People are listening to two litde boys, 
and yet we were begging the town to do 
something, and nothing’s happening,” 
she said.

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Try these kid-friendly garden projects

J arrived for their annual 
summer visit, and suddenly the 
garden's focus has changed from 

love to see the garden through my 
grandchildren’s eyes—it’s as if I'm 
exploring my own backyard for the 
very first time. 

In the centre of backyard, the 
circle garden, populated with tower¬ 
ing dill, violet Brazilian verbena and 


flagrant herbs, is enclosed by ring of 
silvery-green maiden grass. Three 
narrow paths lead you to the simple 
brick path of the inner garden. The 
children love to push the feathery 
grass aside and slip into a this secret, 
fragrant world. Only steps from 
the pado, this garden serves many 
masters: oasis for the gardener, 
butterfly haven and this week as 
secret hide-away. The turf perimeter 
serves as a convenient running track 
for energetic youngsters. 

Our first backyard expedition

glorious red petals of last month’s 
poppies had given way to a crop of 
handsome, plump seed heads. The 
youngsters helped me find the ripest 
seed pods (they turn brown as they 
mature). If you look carefully, you 
will notice a little cap on each pod 
covering a row of tiny holes along 
the top of the pod.

How did it get here? Across the way, a showy 
black swallowtail butterfly warmed her 
wings atop a bristly purple coneflower. In no 
particular hurry, she worked her way across 
the patch of coneflowers, the nectar and 
sunshine were to her liking. 

I have a set of small, inexpensive pastel 
glass vases for the patio. Three cousins were 
each given a pair of scissors and permission 
to cut their favourite flowers for each vase. 
"Cut the freshest looking flowers,” I told 
them. The girls had fun experimenting with 
colour and form and the grown-ups enjoyed 
the fresh, colourful designs. 

Here are a few more fen and economical 
garden activities for the young at heart: 

1. Make a scarecrow or bird scarer. I’ve 
got a handful of grapes on my arbour. Every 
year, birds swoop down and devour the fruit 
before it ever has a chance to ripen. Old 
DVD’s can be tied together to make a flashy 
mobile that would rattle in the wind and 
reflect lots of light, and just maybe, keep the 
birds at bay. On a similar theme, I like the 
look of an old fashioned scarecrow perched 
above my vegetable patch. A pair of two-by- 
fouis, fashioned into a T shape can serve 
as a form, to be dressed with a discarded 
shirt, pants and summer hat An old pillow 
case, stuffed with straw or packing foam, 
can be decorated with a face. Let the kids be 


2. Clay flower pot art Clean, dry, medium 
sized day pots can be painted with tempura 
paints and then planted with the artists' 
favourite flower Let the children choose 
a young seedling from the garden and 
transplant the flower to their pot filled with 
potting soil. For extra fun, paint a face on 
the pot and plant with blue fescue or stippa 
grass ’hair.’ Water thoroughly after planting 
and keep the young plants out of the hot sun 


until they've settled in. 

3. Young botanists club. Equip each 
youngster withasmall butterfly net, speci- 
men jar, plastic binoculars, notebook and 
pencil (dollar store finds) and set them 
out to find unusual bugs and seeds in the 
garden. This project really makes the young¬ 
sters (and adults) slow down to see which 
insects depend on our garden for a home. 
How many different seeds can they find? At 
this time of the year, pansy, marigold, calen¬ 
dula, coreopsis, shasta daisy, poppy, day lily 
and geranium flowers may have set seed. 
Use die notebook to sketch and take notes 
about what they found on their expedition. 

4. Flower art Give each child a sheet of 
card stock or craft paper folded to make a 
card. Let them collect small flowers, leaves, 
stems and seed heads, anything that catches 
their eye, to use as materials for a picture 
card. Choosing different textures and leaf 
colours teaches a good lesson about the 
variety available in the garden—not all 
leaves are green. Glue the flowers in place 
with white craft glue and write a message in 
each card. 

5. Pinecone crafts. Let the youngsters 
collect a bag of pinecones, small twigs 
and unusual leaves and seedpods. Glue 
on twigs, leaves and pods to transform the 
pinecone into weird and wonderful insects. 
Alternately, choose a large pinecone and tie 
a long piece of string or wire to the top of the 
cone. Smear the crevices of the cone with 
inexpensive peanut butter and then roll the 
cone inbirdseed.Hangthe pinecone feeder 
in a tree and watch who comes by to visit the

grandchildren this summer—the children’s 
fresh approach will inspire you to see your 
garden in a new light
